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Alluring Brazilian Performer

Her debut album “Cibelle” combines captivating lyricism and sultry rhythms with the electronic innovation of 
Brazilian producers Apollo 9 and Morcheeba’s Chris Harrison and Pete Norris. Incorporating a variety of styles and 
sounds, “‘Cibelle” flows confidently through a mix of Brazilian samba, bossa nova, jazz, soul and funk, infused with the 
electronic embellishments of Apollo 9. Lead vocalist and writer of all but one track on the album, the 21-year-old 
Brazilian chanteuse lends her imaginative vision and intensely diverse musical passion to create a versatile and fresh 
debut album. 

Playful, sensual, familiar yet unique, Cibelle has been praised for her mesmerizing vocal talent, winning the 
BBC Radio Award for best new voice in 2004. Her innovative mix of native and novel styles and sounds has prompted 
critical and popular acclaim throughout Europe. 

The young Brazilian embarked on her artistic journey at the early age of six. Beginning with music school and 
eventually expanding her interests, she established her career as a talented model and actress. Maintaining a passion for 
singing, she decorated the Brazilian club scene with sporadic performances. It was during one of these jam sessions that 
she met Sao Paulo producer and keyboard player Suba, who requested that she sing on his groundbreaking album, Sao 
Paulo Confessions. Suba inspired Cibelle to focus her artistic energy on singing. After his untimely death in 1999 she 
continued to develop her musical vision, lending her talent to other noteworthy artists while creating her own unique 
repertoire on the side. Prepared and determined to forge a career in music, Cibelle joined with Apollo 9 and together the 


two created the intoxicating sound of the album “Cibelle.”
